THE BURNS-JOHNSON 
FIGHT. 


PETAILS OF THE CONTEST. ° 


Barns Admits Boing Fairly 


Avstralian newspapers to hand by thia 
morning's mail contain lengthy accounts 
of the world’s championship boxing com- 
"petition botween: Jack Johnson, the 
“coloured fighter, and Tommy Burna, tho 
previous holder of the championship. ° The 
admission money amounted to over 
£26,000. : i 
P . THR CONTEST. : 

Tho weights were given, Johnson, Lat 
7b, Burns, 12st O}lb, but Burna explains 
that his actual weight was Llst 12lb, 
whereas he had hoped to enter the ring 
at his uenal fighting weight of 12st 6th to 
12st 8lb. 

In the Squires fight Burns would an- 
ticipate attack by striking Squires softly 
on the biceps of the hitting arm, thus 
taking ull the fire out of the blow. This 
time, howover, Burns found that Johnson 
was, muster of this ruse as woll, and, 
having the longer veach, was able to 
checkmate every attack. 

Johnaon was greatly tho superior of 
Burns; in fact, it seemed possible that he 
could have bosten hima in half the time had | 
ho so choson. Instead of doing so ho pro- 
tracted the combat, apparently that ho 
might enjoy the more tho discomfituro of 
his opponent, His superiority a3 9 boxer 
was undeniable, and his height and strength 
sorvod him in good stead, All the little 
tricky movemouts by which Burns succeed- 
ed in landing short stabbimy body blows on 
Squires wore circumvented on this ocension 
by sheer force of muscle. When Burns's 
arm locked his'own in a clinch, so that ho 
could not deliver a blow, Johnson simply 
shifted it to where he wanted it, and then 
struck. Summed up, the position was that, 
in out-fighting Burna could not reach John- 
gon, while every time they got into holds, 
received one cr more solid punches boforo 

‘they broke free, and was himself powerloss 
to display his ability in the line of boxing 
in which he had hitherto beon regarded as 

Most of the fighting was done in clinches. 
As a display by Johnson, it was magni- 
ficent, but it wad not war according to the 


| Marquis’ of Queensberry. Tho game is 


divosted of the grenter part of the prace 
and movement which characterised it in 
this country o year or two back, and under 
the new conditions the hattle is largely to 
the strong. This is not to aay that Burns 
would have done uny better had the rules 
been interpreted according. to tho old 
reading, In fact, the clizmces are that 
-under such circumstances the fight would 
have beon over much sooner. From the 
fifth round onward, Burns fought with o 
sprained ankle, but this seemed to affect 
rounds his footwork was excellent, and his [ 
poise perfect even when tho upper part of 
his frame was manifestly weak, : 
From beginning to end, Buras did not 
geb what is known as a lookin, As he 
. prevailed over Rquires by a system of in- 
‘fighting’ uew to Australia, so did Johnson 


‘deat him by the same tuetics. Those who |, 


saw Burns for the first timo on Saturday 
oust have left the Stadium convinced that 
he know not even tho rudiments of 
pugilism at close quarters, while after the 
contest with Squires everybody looked 
upon him us the last word in the art. 

For twelve rounds tho fight continued, 
with Johnaon ascendant, and stillascending. 
His immonag reach onabled: him to touch 
Burns in valuerable points where a smaller 
man would have been powerless’ For 
instance, whon in holds he was able to deal 
severe blows on Burns’ head with hig right 
hand shot from bencath burns’ left dlhow, 
while if he was more to one side, he would 
awing heavy elaps with his right hand over 
Burns' back, Burns got in a few, short 
hits.on the negro’s body, but they'lucked 
forea, and, in the words of nearly overybody 
prosent, the whole contest, was just what 
might have been expected had the con- 

_.testants been aman and a schoolboy, 
Johnson simply toyed with Burns,and the 
‘latter was beaten at evcry point of the J 
game. 

_Up to the twelfth round Burns, despite 
his terrible punishment, was remarkabl 
fresh, and his foot work was delightful, 
But towards the end of the round Johnson 

. roughed him into a corner, and delivered 
three swinging blows in succession. One

Chief Officer Lawson snd Second Engin- 
eor McCormack, of the China-Manila liner 
Rubi, wore placed under arrest by a 


yeptesentative of the Insular Custom 
Recret Servico, at Manila, on January 16, 
and were left bebind-in the Philippines 
when the steamer came oyor this trip. 

In the case of Second Engineer 
McCormack it ‘as alleged thdt ho had 
opium in his possession, Against Chief

ITALY'S 


YMPATHY WITH 
FORTUNES,

This morning, the Viceroy of. Canton 
sent on official to tho Italian Consulate 
Genoral with a cheque of ten thousand 
dollara (Hongkong notes) for the aufferers 
from the earthquake in Southern Italy. 
Mr Volpicelll st once wired his thanks 
and will send a despatch to-morrow, Ho 
will also eal! on the Viceroy as soon as the 
poriod of mourning [a over, 


Tha Italian Qonsul General took the 
choque at once to the Hongkong and Shag- 
haf Bank, and had the monoy transferred 
telegraphically to the Banes d'Italia at 

me, Informing his Government at the 
same time,: The Hongkong snd Shanghai 
Bank very kindly transferred the money 
Without any charges, Ex 

This generous gift of the Vicoroy is 
fimportant as a new stop in the friendly 
relations between China and foreign 
countries. If our memory does not fail us, 
this is the first instance of China taking 
part officially in « work of internationa 
assistance for a great calamity thab 
has taken place at such ao distance, 
and where there ore no Chinese emi- 
grants. Chins sent assistance at the time 
of the San Francisco carthquake, but in 
that city thére are vory many Chinese 
residents who have their friends and 
relations, espocially in Southern Chins, 
The disaster at Messina and Reggio nat 
only happened at a great distance, but 
the rolations between China and Italy 
have been hitherto very raro, as’ 
Italy has’ no colonies for tho Chinese to 
emigrate to, and she generally buys silk 
through foreign firms; until China began 
to build railways very fow Italians came to 
China, and they are still not very mumerouz. 
The gift of. the Canton Viceroy must 
thorefore be considered as a purely 

hilanthropic act, and: as a further 
indication that’ China intonds to enter 
the comity of nations in the highest mean- 
fing of thet expression. It has been very 
gratifying for the Italian Consul Gencral, 
Mr Volpicelli, who has epent the greater 
aud the: best part of his life in China (he 
has boon arosident for over 27 yoars) to 
de tho recipient of this first gift inspired 
by international philanthropy. ,
